There 
were many centuries during which 
v ery little of the history of cotton 
is known. We do know, howev er, 
that those who followed Columbus 
to the New World found cotton 
growing on the islands of the West 
Indies and that ex plorers found the 
nativ es of Mex ico highly skilled in 
weav ing and spinning cotton, but 
it is impossible to say how long 
it had been cultiv ated in this hemi­ 
sphere. The Mex icans apparently 
understood, also, the art of dy eing, 
for they had beautiful cotton fab­ 
rics dy ed in v arious colors. Histor­ 
ians are inclined to believ e that 
cotton production and weav ing and 
dy eing here were as old as its 
production in the Old World, Sena­ 
tor Hennings said. 
“ Whereas cotton fabrics in those 
ancient day s could be owned only 
by the wealthy , today cotton is the 
friend of rich and poor alike. To- 
iday there is probably no nation of 
the civ ilized world which does not 
utilize cotton in many forms, such 
as in clothing, home furnishings, 
and a wide v ariety of commercial 
uses. While many of these nations 
raise cotton, and nearly all hav e 
their own cotton factories, there 
is one small section of the globe 
hat produces nearly half of all the 
cotton of the world. This is the 
area of the southern states of our 
own country . 
“ Not only in that area which we 
please to call the South, but in our 
own State of Missouri, cotton has 
continued to be a leading crop. In 
1952, cash receipts from farm mar­ 
ketings of cotton in the Nation ex ­ 
ceeded that of any other single 
crop, totalling more than 2*6 bi­ 
lions of dollars for cotton lint and 
4 00 million dollars for cotton seed. 
In our State, also, cotton ranks 
first, leading all other crops in cash 
receipts from farm marketings— 
last y ear totalling more than 83 
million dollars. 
“ Of course, cotton was an impor­ 
tant crop in our state before the 
Civ il War. As early as 1859 records 
show that almost 4 2 housand bales 
were produced here. The conditions 
resulting from the War between

^he Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States has a "handbook 
of5-rescue” for the victims of soc­ 
ialism. 
It’s a report by the Chamber’s 
Economic 
Research 
Department 
showing how government-owned 
industry can be returned to pri­ 
vate ownership and it cites 13 
case histories here and abroad, 
wtjere that has happened. 
The report, entitled ‘‘R e-Pri­ 
vatizing Public Enterprise” 
(50 
certts) is an answer to a challenge, 
the Chamber says. The socialist 
challenge is that nationalized in­ 
dustries cannot be returned to 
private owners, even by a new, 
non-socialist government. 
Actually, says the report, there 
are several ways to denationalize 
industry, but 
they 
work 
best 
where the economic and political 
climate is favorable. 
One way is by sale to private 
owners who pay out of past sav­ 
ings made possible by high in­ 
come. An example: The Schering 
Corporation of New Jersey, a G er­ 
man-owned drug firm seized by 
this government 
during 
World 
War II under the alien property 
law. 
After ten years of ownership 
and operation 
the 
government, 
early this year, sold Schering to 
a banking 
syndicate 
which, in 
turn, offered the stock to the pub­ 
lic. The issue was over-subscribed 
by about three times in a few 
hours, partly due to the rosy out­ 
look for the “wonder drugs.” 
But in a less prosperous country, 
especially where socialist pressure 
is strong, denationalization is dif­ 
ficult, though still possible, the re­ 
port says.

Some insight into basic reasons 
why the public isn’t as safe on 
the highways as it ought to be is 
provided by a noted traffic safety 
authority.

Boate, 
through his studies of official lax­ 
ity in dealing with serious driving 
offenses. As a former chief of the 
Pennsylvania State Police traffic 
division and now accident pre­ 
vention department manager of 
the Association of Casualty and 
Surety Companies, certainly 
he 
should know why so many Ameri­ 
cans are killed and injured in 
highway accidents. 
Mr. Boate has delved into the 
question of just how many dri­ 
vers lose their licenses in a year’s 
time because they have been found 
guilty of such flagrant traffic law 
violations that they are dangerous 
to have behind the wheel of a 
motor vehicle. He learned that ap­ 
proximately 600,000 drivers a year 
suffer revocation 
or temporary 
suspension of their operator’s li­ 
censes 
This total, Mr. Boate reports 
represents “but a mere fraction of 
the chronically dangerous drivers 
traveling the highways.” He adds 
that “these public menaces aren’t 
being weeded out fast enough. 
With both statements most of us 
will heartily agree. A lot more of 
us should also agree that it is 
high time for forthright action in 
official quarters in all states to 
punish severely all drivers who 
commit serious offenses on the 
highways, including loss of their 
driving privilege. 
More than one-third—or some 
200,000—of those whose licenses 
are revoked or suspended in a 
single year are guilty of driving 
while intoxicated. Another 75,000 
are the speeders, who as a class 
kill even more frequently than the 
drunken drivers. How about more 
suspensions dhere? 
Another trouble is 
that 
some 
states rule large numbers of dri­ 
vers off the roads, but many oth­ 
er states impose relatively few 
revocations and suspensions. With 
the nation’s accident toll already 
at a shameful level and getting 
worse daily, and with the positive 
knowledge that speeding is the pri­ 
mary cause, there should be many 
more revocations and suspensions 
lor all serious traffic law viola­ 
tions at least until a sharp reduct­ 
ion in accidents has proved that 
the dangerous drivers have been 
weeded out or learned their les­ 
son.

So be 
it. Let’s really begin to “talk their 
language” everywhere.

This week the Odessan received 
a letter from one of its favorite 
readers questioning the stand ta­ 
ken by the paper in m atters of 
politics. It seemed to be the w ri­ 
ter’s opinion that this newspaper 
takes a definite stand alright, but 
the question was that shouldn’t 
we present both sides of the issues. 
Actually, it is a difficult thing 
to explain, why we boost the 
Democratic party and not the Re­ 
publican party when The Odessan 
is the only paper in the town, 
it doesn’t seem fair and the read­ 
er’s point is well taken. 
The Editor’s first experience in 
these matters was a rough one. 
It happened the first year we were 
in business and at a time when 
we couldn’t afford to lose a pen­ 
ny’s worth (we still can’t). In 
that year the state amendments 
for the 
general 
election 
were 
lengthy. To be exact the publi­ 
cation amounted to $672. What 
we know about the state law is 
to the effect that these amend­ 
ments are to be published in two 
papers in every county, one Dem­ 
ocrat and one Republican. As it 
worked out we didn’t get to pub­ 
lish the thing. Naturally, we w ant­ 
ed to know why. We wrote and 
talked to the Secretary of State 
who handles such m atters and 
found that the Odessan was listed 
as an “Independent” paper. That 
to be entitled to carry this legal 
printing we must be listed as Re­ 
publican or Democrat and as proof 
must have furthered the cause 
of the party editorially or other­ 
wise.

offenses. As a former chief of the 
Pennsylvania State Police traffic 
division and now accident pre­ 
vention department manager of 
the Association of Casualty and 
Surety Companies, certainly 
he 
should know why so many Ameri­ 
cans are killed and injured in 
highway accidents. 
Mr. Boate has delved into the 
question of just how many dri­ 
vers lose their licenses in a year’s 
time because they have been found 
guilty of such flagrant traffic law 
violations that they are dangerous 
to have behind the wheel of a 
motor vehicle. He learned that ap­ 
proximately 600,000 drivers a year 
suffer revocation 
or temporary 
suspension of their operator’s li­ 
censes. 
This total, Mr. Boate reports, 
represents “but a mere fraction of 
the chronically dangerous drivers 
traveling the highways.” He adds 
that “these publij menaces aren’t 
being weeded out fast enough.” 
With both statements most of us 
will heartily agree. A lot more of 
us should also agree that it is 
high time for forthright action in 
official quarters in all states to 
punish severely all drivers who 
commit serious offenses on the 
highways, including loss of their 
driving privilege. 
More than one-third—or some 
200,000—of those whose licenses 
are revoked or suspended in a 
single year are guilty of driving 
while intoxicated. Another 75,000 
are the speeders, who as a class 
kill even more frequently than the 
drunken drivers. How about more 
suspensions there? 
Another trouble is 
that 
some 
states rule large numbers of dri­ 
vers off the roads, but many oth­ 
er states impose relatively few 
revocations and suspensions. With 
the nation’s accident toll already 
at a shameful level and getting 
worse daily, and with the positive 
knowledge that speeding is the pri­ 
mary cause, there should be many 
more revocations and suspensions 
for all serious traffic law viola­ 
tions at least until a sharp reduct­ 
ion in accidents has proved that 
the dangerous drivers have been 
weeded out or learned their les­ 
son. 
Mr. Boate says many drivers 
know only one language—“You’re 
going to lose your license.” So be 
it. Let’s really begin to “talk their 
language” everywhere.

Some insight into basic reasons 
why the public isn’t as safe on 
the highways as it ought to be is 
provided by a noted traffic safety 
authority. 
Thomas 
N. 
Boate, 
through his studies of official lax­ 
ity in dealing with .serious driving 
offenses. As a former chief of the 
Pennsylvania State Police traffic 
division and now accident pre­ 
vention departm ent manager of 
the Association of Casualty and 
Surety Companies, certainly 
he 
should know why so many Ameri­ 
cans are killed and injured in 
highway accidents. 
Mr. Boate has delved into the 
question of just how many dri­ 
vers lose their licenses in a year’s 
time because they have been found 
guilty of such flagrant traffic law 
violations that they are dangerous 
to have behind the wheel of a 
motor vehicle. He learned that ap­ 
proximately 600,000 drivers a year 
suffer revocation 
or temporary 
suspension of their operator’s Ii 
censes. 
This total, Mi. Boate reports, 
represents "but a mere fraction of 
the chronically dangerous drivers 
traveling the highways.” He adds 
that “these public menaces aren’t 
being weeded out fast enough. 
With both statements most of us 
will heartily agree. A lot more of 
us should also agree that it is 
high time for forthright action in 
official quarters in all states to 
punish severely all drivers who 
commit serious offenses on the 
highways, including loss of their 
driving privilege. 
More than one-third—-or some 
200,000—of those whose licenses 
are revoked or suspended in a 
single year are guilty of driving 
while intoxicated. Another 75,000 
are the speeders, who as a class 
kill even more frequently than the 
drunken drivers. How about more 
suspensions there? 
Another trouble is 
that 
some 
states rule large numbers of dri­ 
vers otf the roads, but many oth­ 
er states impose relatively few 
revocations and suspensions. With 
the nation’s accident toll already 
at a shameful level and getting 
worse daily, and with the positive 
knowledge that speeding is the pri­ 
mary cause, there should be many 
more revocations and suspensions 
for all serious traffic law viola­ 
tions at least until a sharp reduct­ 
ion in accidents has proved that 
the dangerous drivers have been 
weeded out or learned their les­ 
son. 
Mr. Boate says many drivers 
know only one language—“You’re 
going to lose your license.” So be 
it. Let’s really begin to “talk their 
language” everywhere.

MAKING BEST USE OF 
NITROGEN 
Nitrogen 
is 
often 
called 
the 
growth or yield regulator of plant's. 
This doesn’t mean that nitrogen 
alone 
will 
increase 
yields. 
But 
where other plant foods are ade- 
ouate, the amount of nitrogen in 
the soil determines yields. This is 
evident in many corn fields this 
dry season, noted Tom B. Stroup. 
County Agnet. 
Most farmers realize this but 
often use the excuse that they 
can’t buy nitrogen as a reason for 
not using it. This is often true in 
the sense that you can’t buy a spe­ 
cific kind of nitrogen at certain 
times of the year. 
However, there are many kinds 
of nitrogen fertilizers including am ­ 
monium sulphate, ammonium nit­ 
rate, cyanamid. anhyrous ammon­ 
ia, urea, sodium nitrate, and nitro­ 
gen solutions. And as far as plants 
are concerned, the nitrogen from 
any one cf these is just as good 
as the nitrogen from another. The 
only difference is the amount of 
pure nitrogen they contain. And 
although one form of nitrogen may 
be a little cheaper then another, 
it’s poor economy not to use any 
nitrogen just because the kind you 
want isn’t available. 
One of the best places to use 
nitrogen right now is on old pas­ 
ture stands, particularly those hard 
hit by drouth. Where other plant 
foods are adequate, the use of 80 
to 90 pounds of acutal nitrogen per 
acre will pay big dividends on 
most of these pastures. If the or­ 
iginal application of mineral fer- 


grown for several years, it has 
regularly proved to be a more 
vigorous grower, later in m atur-

In the first place, 
ihe average of 13,423 stalks per 
acre grown on the thirteen 5-acre 
areas is considerably higher than 
that found in most corn fields. 
This is thicker than the average 
of

last year. The average yield this 
year of 116.3 is 10 bushels higher 
than the average in 1952. Thus, it 
appears that even in a dry year 
it takes thick corn to produce big 
yields. Of course, it goes without 
saying that for thick corn to pro­ 


mixed fertilizer such a 8-8-8, or 
10-10-10 or 12-12-12. Apply it at a 
rate to give 80 to 90 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre. 
Another good place to use nit­ 
rogen at this time is on small 
grains if you have moisture to get 
them seeded.

MAKING BEST USE OF 
NITROGEN 
Nitrogen 
is 
often 
called 
the 
growth or yield regulator of plants. 
This doesn’t m ean that nitrogen 
alone 
will 
increase 
yields. 
But 
where other plant foods are ade- 
ouate, the am ount of nitrogen in 
the soil determ ines yields. This is 
evident in m any corn fields this 
dry season, noted Tom B. Stroup. 
County Agnet. 
Most farm ers realize this but 
often use the excuse that they 
can’t buy nitrogen as a reason for 
not using it. This is often true in 
the sense that you can’t buy a spe­ 
cific kind of nitrogen at certain 
tim es of the year. 
However, there are many kinds 
of nitrogen fertilizers including am ­ 
monium sulphate, ammonium nit­ 
rate, cyanam id, anhyrous ammon­ 
ia, urea, sodium nitrate, and nitro­ 
gen solutions. And as far as plants 
are concerned, the nitrogen from 
any one of these is just as good 
as the nitrogen from another. The 
only difference is the amount of 
pure nitrogen they contain. And 
although one form of nitrogen may 
be a little cheaper then another, 
it’s poor economy not to use any 
nitrogen just because the kind you 
w ant isn’t available. 
One of the best places to use 
nitrogen right now is on old pas­ 
ture stands, particularly those hard 
hit by drouth. W here other plant 
foods are adequate, the use of 80 
to 90 pounds of acutal nitrogen per 
acre will pay big dividends on 
m ost of these pastures. If the or­ 
iginal application of m ineral fer­ 
tilizers was not adequate, use a 
mixed fertilizer such a 8-8-8. or 
10-10-10 or 12-12-12. Apply it at a 
rate to give 80 to 90 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre.
